A R T H U R . 


Mr. Arthur is a young man to be dying. 
There is something painful and saddening m 
his histoi-y. He started in life a dreamer and 
an enthusiast. His father was a Baptist doc- 
tor of divinity and a fine classical scholar. 
Chester A. was bom in Fairfield, Vt., in 
1830. 


He was a barefoot boy who did farm chores 
for his living, in hLs childhood, but he never 
made any fuss about it. 
He was a graduate 
of Union college, N. Y., and paid for his edu- 
cation himself by teaching in other ways. In 
college he was the most popular of students. 
Tall, commanding ajid handsome, his man- 
ners were at once dignifieei and winning. He 
was courtesy itself to all. 
He had dark, 
brilliant eyes and dark, curling hair. 
He 
was a first-class scholar, too. 


Great things were predicted for him. 
He 
studied law, again paying for his education 
himself. 
When only 21 he was principal of 
a boys' acjidemy at North Pownal, Vt. 
He 
was strictly economical, obliged to be so. 
When he had saved .S5i)0 he began the prac- 
tice of law, first in the west then in New 
York city. 


Mr. Arthur's first days were his best days. 
He came fr<iin college full of enthusiam and 
determiiK 
io do right at all cost. 


He was intensely anti-slavery in his con- 
victions. 
He bad hardly settled in New 
York and was only 22 yeai-s old when a law 
case was put into his hands that tried both 
his principles and his intellect. 
It was the 
celebrated Lemmon slave case, to decide 
whether, under the laws of New York, slaves 
brought into the state did not become free. 
Arthur took up the side of the slaves and 
won their cause triumphantly. 
The trials 
were 
carried 
u}i 
iroin 
court 
to 
court, 
and Charles O'Conor 
was 
the 
opposing 
counsel 
to him, 
but the bravo 
young 
man 
won. 
From 
that 
day 
on it was 
settled 
that 
slaves 
brought 
into 
New 
York by their owners became free. 
Then 
Arthur took up the grievance of a negro 
woman who had been put off a street car on 
accoTmt of (^nlor. 
He sued the company and 
collected damages, and again from that day 
on, colorcMl people had the right to ride un- 
questioned in the public conveyances of New 
York. 


H O U S E O N L E X I N G T O N 
A V E N U E . 


As a member of the staff of Governor Mor- 
gan, of New York, during the war, it fell to 
him to equip regiments of soldiei s and for- 
ward them to the front. 
He did this ad- 
mirably, and in this work he got the title of 
general. 
The title is a civil, uot a u ilitary 
one. 
He was Governor Morgan's ad.iutant. 
Afterwards he was collector of the port erf 
New York and vice-president. 
It is said to 
have been, directly opposed to his friend, 
Rosooe Conkling'g, wish that hi accepted the 


second place on the Garfield ticket. 
Conk- 
ling hated Garfield so intensely that he 
thought him not good enough to stand on 
the same ticket with Arthur. 


The split in the Republican party of New 
York wrecked Arthur's fortunes politically. 
The bitter and final quarrel that resulted in 
consequence between hiniself aud his warm- 
est friends, distressed him and rendered bis 
life not pleasant socially. 
He is said to have 
a fixed belief that the American people have 
misunderstood him and not given him hig 
dues, and that those on whom he lavished 
favor and friendship have turned against 
him and tried to do Mm injury. 
His life has 
not been a very jolly one since he left the 
White Housa 


Mr. Arthur's wife died in 1879. 
He was 
devotedly attached to her, and never remar- 
ried. 
He lives alone with his childrcfn, a 
son and daughter, in his house on Lexing^n 
avenue. 
His son Allan, looks like a diide, 
and is not greatly remarkable, except for 
having broken a marriage engagement with 
a charming girl, while his father was presi- 
dent 


So, from having started in life with the 
highest prospects and aspirations, with all 
that nature could do for him in the way of 
physique, and with a fine brain, from begin- 
ning with a brave record on th« side of liberty 
and justice, the ex-president is finishing his 
career in declining health and obscurity, at 
his home. 
Until his illness called attention 
to him again, his name had scarcely been 
mentioned since he left Washington. 


His little daughter Nellie was the sweet, 
bright flower that cheered his checkered life 
in the White House. 
She is now nearing 
womanhood, and resembles her father in 
face and features. 


In his youth Mr. Arthur was called "an 
ideaUy faithful friend," and it was this 
which caused his overthrow. 
When vice- 
president of the United States he went to 
Albany and worked like a very lobbyist for 
the re-election of Conkling and Piatt to the 
United States senatorship. 
He recognizes 
now that this was the mistake of his life- 
time. 
He has, perhaps, had plenty of time 
to brood over it since. 
He is said to be the 
only one of the Republican presidents who 
never made a reference to the south in any of 
his messages.

ANOTHER STBIKE. 


The switoh tenders on the Western 
road, which leases tracks to the Fort 
Wayne, Wabash, Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois, Chicago and Atlantic and the 
Grand Trunk, struck yesterday, and se- 
riously retarded the business of the roads 
named. 


The first move made by the tenders 
was on the Fort Wayne neutral track, 
near Thirty-ninth street, where they 
stopped an engine belonging to the Fort 
Wayne road and a Wabash passenger 
train. 
The passengers on the latter 
were compelled to take the street cars 
into the city. 
Nearly all day the union 
track was blocked from Thirty-ninth 
street to the "Y," but the principal dif- 
ficulty was at Fortieth street and Stew- 
art avenue, where the Western Indiana 
line crosses that of the Stock Yards 
Transit company. 
At this point the 
gates were swung across the tracks—the 
gate-t<enders being on a strike also—so 
that trains could not pass. 


PITTSBUBG AND FORT WAYNE, 


At the Pittsburg and Fort Wayne de- 
pot not a freight handler was" at work 
yesterday. All the afternoon about 
dozen clerks from the general office la- 
bored hard with the trucks, taking care 
of the perishable freight. 
The Fort 
Wayne road this morning issued an ulti- 
matum similar to that of the Burlington, 
and all employes who fail to put in an 
appearance 
will 
be 
finally 
dis- 
charged. 
Both 
"in" 
and 
"out' 
freight 
houses 
are 
crowded 
with goods, and the side tracks are full 
of loaded cars. 
It is safe to say that at 
least 600 cars on the Fort Wayne road 
are lying on the side tracks here and at 
suburban stations waiting until a force 
of men can be procured to unload them. 
A big delegation of men from Fort 
Wayne and elsewhere are at work to-day 
moving a few cars. 


THE WABASH ROAD. 


The special police who have guarded 
the Wabash for several days stood 
around the freight houses yesterday af- 
ternoon and shrugged their shoulders 
when the cold wind blew up. They had 
no exercise in the way of mauling stri- 
kers, and felt the sudden change in the 
atmosphere. A good deal of freight -was 
being handled, but when the Western 
Indiana strike occurred business was 
badly interrupted. 


Wells H. Blodgett, general solicitor 
of the Wabash railroad, presented an. 
other petition to Judge Blodgett yester 
day for the appointment of deputy mar- 
shals to protect the Wabash road's 
property. 
The petition is identically 
like thot presented Monday, but, in ac- 
cordance with Judge Gresham's idea, it 
is signed by the receivers of the road in- 
stead of their solicitors. The affidavit of 
K. H. Wade, superintendent of trans- 
portation, accompanies it, in which it is 
said that many employes have expressed 
their wish to return to the company's 
employ if they were permitted to do so, 
and that the strikers will resume their 
interference and it will be impossible to 
to preserve the company's property if 
protection is not afforded by the court. 


Special officer Ballard, of the Wtfbash 
railroad, sent down fifty special officers 
and soon trained them to throw switch- 
es, thus starting trains. 


FOBT WAYNE 
MACHINISTS. 


At Fifty-fifth street the machine shops 
of the Fort Wayne road are idle on ac- 
count of a strike 9t the men. 
The ma- 
chmista want nine hours' pay for eight 
hours' work, and the employes who get 
$1.25 per day want $1,50. 
The track- 
men are also out.

RETUKNINO TO WORK. 


The western railways are resuming 
operations on nearly the same basis prior 
to the strike.

$625,000 they had bidl, to pay all the re- 
ceivers certificates and current debts of 
the receivership, about $4.000,000 in all, 
and gave the solicitor to understand that 
the court would do nothing with closed 
eyes, all of which goes to Siow honesty 
and justice on the bench as yet. The 
Cleveland Flaindealer 
says: 
"Since 
such a' settlement of the matter was 
scarcely contemplated by the purchasers 
at the time of the sale, and since it was 
not anticipated that much more than the 
10 per cent, of the spot cash was neces- 
sary to complete the bargain, it locks 
as though the deposit of $62,500 has got- 
ten into a miifhty tight place, and that 
coneiderable squeezmg will be necessaiy 
before anything can be realized on it." 


How the Future is Peeped Into 
by Uncle Sam. 
Without any previous notice, the sig- 
nal service bureau has changed its com- 
pilation and publication of weather pre- 
dictions on a new plan, which, it is 
believed, will meet with general favor. 
Instead of announcing what the weather 
is likely to be in the various geographi- 
cal divisions of the country, as the New 
England states, the south Atlantic states, 
the lower lake region, etc., the predic- 
tions will hereafter be made for each 
state, grouping together, from day to 
day, such states as are likely to have the 
same weather. 
Whenever necessary, 
predictions will be made in different por- 
tions of the same state. The first bulle- 
tin sent out, for example, showed a prob- 
able difference in the weather of north- 
em Indiana and southern Indiana, 
The 
signal service officers say that the aver- 
age man will more really underetand 
and appreciate a prediction applied to 
his state than one conceming a group of 
states, and the new plan will, they think, 
prove popular. These weather predic- 
tions appear in T H B S E N T I N E L daily and 
are telegraphed direct from Washington.

Thaddens Fairbanks was born at Brimfield, 
Mass., 17ÎM'). He was a hereditary Puritan 
New Englander. 
In 16.33 Jonathan 
Fair- 
banks came to this country from Yorkshire, 
England. 
The family m u ^ have been very 
long lived. 
Thaddens was only the sixth in 
descent from this first Jonathan. 
It is nearly 
as old an American family as there is left in 
the country. 
Neither do the number of full- 
blooded Fairbankses that survive the vener- 
able gentleman bear out the oft-repeated ac- 
cusation that the old New England families 
are running out 
There are in S t J(jhnsbury 
this day nearly enough of the kin to keep 
two churches going. 
The patriarch himself 
attended the South Congregational church, 
of which his nephew, Edward Fairbanks, is 
pastor. 
His son is superintendent of the 
Sunday school, and another nephew is dea- 
con. 
There seems to be not room for all the 
Fairbankses in this church, and a number of 
them belong to the North Congregational 
church of St. Johnsbury, of which still a 
third nephew is deacon, and a fourth Sunday 
school superintendent. 


Thaddens Fairbanks was a bom inventor. 
When a boy he helped his father, build a saw 
mill and a grist mill. 
He never had any 
education, except what was got in the com- 
mon schools of his native village, but his 
mechanical genius triumphed without book 
learning. 
In the early part of the century 
he and his brother started a small iron 
foundry with the firm name of E. & T. Fair- 
banks, in S t 
Johnsbury, to which their 
father had removed. 
Erastus wig twice 
governor of Vermont 


The brothers at first made stoves and 
plows. 
Thaddens designed and made the 
patterns for both. 
In 1826 he patented a 
plow and in 18:>5 a cooking stove. 
That 
was about the days of the first cooking 
stoves in America. 
But his great work was 
the invention of the platform scales. 
In 
1830 it was the fashion among New England 
farmers to cultivate hemp. 
There was great 
difficulty in separating the fiber from the 
bark or straw. 
To obviate 
tliat Thad- 
dens 
invented 
and 
patented 
a 
hemp 
dresser. 
The 
firm 
bought 
the 
straw 
and paid $1-5 a ton for it 
But it was exceed- 
ingly difficult to decide how much a ton was. 
There was no way to weigh anything except 
by the balance and the old-fashioned steel- 
yards. 


Once more Mr. Fairbanks began to turn 
his mind to inventing. 
He studied, thought 
and experimented. 
The result was the plat- 
form scale, not perfect at first but prac- 
ticable, so that a loaded wagon could be 
weighed upon it. 
In a little while the scales 
were in demand the country over, and the 
fortune of the Fairbanks brothers was made. 
They gave up the manufacture of every- 
thing else and confined themselves thence 
forward to scales. 
They made many pat- 
terns and sizes of these. 
Thaddens has re- 
ceived decorations from three foreign gov- 
ernments for his scales.

THADDEUS FAIRBANKS. 


Ho Invented tho Platform Settles und Be- 


friended St. Johnsbury, 


The inventor of tho Fairbanks platform 


scales lived to be 90 years pld, and then died 
of an accident Sunday, Jan.- 23, was his 
30f.h birthday. Hw neighbors called to see 
him, 
and congratulated him on his good 


health and spirits. March 31 he made a mis- 


step in the hall' of 
his house, apd fell, 
Tho fall b'ipko his 
left hip. Ho was 
so aged that from 
the first there was 
little hope that the 
fracture could knit 


, r properly and heal 
£?, again. He suffered 
j^^great, pain from

died. .Only for the 
accident, ho might 
have lived several 
more years. 


Thaddeus Fairbanks was bom at Brimfleld, 


Mass., 17%. He was a hereditary Puritan 
New Englandor. Tn 1033 Jonathan ' Fair- 
batiks came to this country from Yorkshire, 
England. Tho family must have been very 
long lived. Thaddeus was only the sixth in 
descent from this first Jonathan. It is nearly 
as old an American family as there is left nv 
the country. Neither do the number of full- 
blooded Fnirbankses that survive the vener- 
able gentleman hear out the offrrepeated ac- 
cusation that tho old Now England families . 
are running out. There are in St. Jqhnsbury 
this day nearly enough of tho kin te keep 
two churches going. The patriarch himself 
attended tho South Congregational church, 
of which his nephew, Edward Fairbanks, IB 
pastor. His son is superintendent ot the 
Sunday school, and another nephew is dea- 
con. 
There seems to be not room for all the 


Falrbankses in this church, and a number of 
them belong to the North Congregational 
church of St. Johnsbury, of which still a 
third nephew is deacon, and a fourth Sunday 
school superintendent. 


Thaddeus Fairbanks was a born inventor. 


When a boy ho helped his father, build a saw 
mill and a grist mill He never had any. 
education, except what was got in the com- 
mon schools of his native village, but his 
mechanical genius triumphed without book 
learning.' lu the early part.of tho. century 
he and his brother started .'a small iron 
foundry with the firm name of B.{ & T, Fair- 
banks, in St. Johnsbury. to which their 
father had removed. Erastus was twice 
governor of Vermont 


The brothers at first madn stoves and 


plows 
Thaddous designed and made the 


patterns for both. In 1826 he patented a 
plow and in 1835 a cooking stove. 
That 


was about tho days of tho first cooking 
stoves in America. But his great work was 
tho Invention of tho platform scales. lu 
1830 it was the fashion among New England 
formers te cultivate hemp, 'There was great 
difficulty in separating; the fiber from the 
bark or straw. • To obvlato :.tliat-' Tbadi. 
deuH 
invented 
and 
patented 
a 
hemp, 


dressnr. 
Tho 
firm 
bought tho straw 


and paid $15 a ton for it But it'was exceed' 
ingly difficult to deoide how much a ton was., 
There was no way to weigh anything except 
by tho balance and the old-fashioned steel: 
yards. 


Onco more Mr. Fairbanks began to turn 


his mind to inventing. Ho studied, thought 
and esporimented. Tho result was the plat- 
form scale, nnt perffict at first but prac- 
ticable, RO that a loaded wagon could be 
weighed upon it. In a little while the scales 
were in demand tho country over, and the 
fortune of the Fairbanks brothers was made. 
They ^avo up tho manufacture of every- 
thing olso and confined themselves thence 
forward to scales. Thoy made many pat- 
terns and sizes of these. Thaddous has re- 
coivwl docoralions from thr&o foreign gov- 
ernments for his scales. 


St. Johnsbury, Vt., is proud of two posses- 


sions, tho Fairbanks scale works and the SL 
Johnsbury academy. It owes both to Thad- 
dens Fairbanks. St. Johnsbury Is said to be 
a working!turn's paradise. The academy is 
a nnbla institution of learning. Ho gave to 
it .?2QO,00(). 
For many years it was his cus- 


tom to sign nnd present tho diplomas of tha 
graduating class.
